BEGIN TEXT: US DELEGATION. DRAFT COMPOSITE TEXT FOR 
ARTICLE THREE OF SEPARATE AGREEMENT - ARTICLE III 

1. AN ON-SITE INSPECTION SHALL BE CONDUCTED PURSUANT 
TO THE PROVISIONS OF ARTICLES II AND III OF THIS AGREEMENT 
AND ARTICLE II OF THE TECHNICAL ANNEX. 
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2. (DESIGNATED PERSONNEL ARE THOSE PERSONNEL OF THE 
REQUESTING PARTY WHO ARE PRESENT IN THE INSPECTION AREA 
TO EXERCISE THE RIGHTS AND FUNCTIONS SPECIFIED FOR THEM 
IN THIS AGREEMENTS 1 ) (DEFINITION OF DESIGNATED 
PERSONNEL, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT UK ASSOCIATION WITH THE 
AGREEMENT.)(2). 
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3. DESIGNATED PERSONNEL, IN ORDER TO CARRY OUT THEIR 
FUNCTIONS, SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT: 

A) TO ASCERTAIN ON ARRIVAL AT THE INSPECTION AREA 
THAT THE AREA TO WHICH THEY HAVE BEEN TAKEN IS IN THE 
AGREED INSPECTION AREA; 

B ) TO HAVE ACCESS TO THE ENTIRE AGREED INSPECTION 
AREA AND TO CARRY OUT AN UNOBSTRUCTED VISUAL SURVEY OF 
THIS AREA; 

C) TO ACQUIRE INFORMATION NECESSARY FOR THE 
PURPOSES OF THE INSPECTION, USING THE EQUIPMENT PROVIDED 
FOR IN ARTICLE II OF THE TECHNICAL ANNEX; AND 

D) TO IMPLEMENT OTHER METHODS OF INSPECTION AGREED 
UPON IN ADVANCE BY THE IOINT CONSULTATIVE COMMISSION IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH PARAGRAPH 5 OF THIS ARTICLE. 

4. THE HOST PARTY SHALL: 

A) TRANSPORT DESIGNATED PERSONNEL FROM THE PORT OF 
ENTRY TO THE INSPECTION AREA AND, AFTER COMPLETION OF THE 
INSPECTION, TO AN AGREED PORT OF EXIT; 

B) ASSURE THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL (WITH EQUIPMENT 
NECESSARY TO CONFIRM THAT THEY HAVE BEEN TAKEN TO THE 
AGREED INSPECTION AREA, WITH APPROPRIATE CARTOGRAPHIC 
MATERIAL, )(2) TELECOMMUNICATIONS WITH THEIR AUTHORITIES, 
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TRANSPORTATION, LIVING AND WORKING QUARTERS AND OTHER 
SERVICES APPROPRIATE TO THE EXERCISE OF THEIR RIGHTS AND 
FUNCTIONS; AND 

C) ASSIGN ITS PERSONNEL TO PROVIDE ASSISTANCE TO THE 
DESIGNATED PERSONNEL (, IF REQUESTED BY THEM,)(1) IN 
CARRYING OUT THEIR (RIGHTS AND)(1) FUNCTIONS AND TO 
(RECEIVE PROMPTLY A COPY OF ALL DATA) (1) (CONDUCT A JOINT 
ANALYSIS OF THE INFORMATION)(2) OBTAINED BY THE 
(DESIGNATED PERSONNEL^) (PARTIES)(2) DURING THE 
INSPECTION. 

5. ADDITIONAL RIGHTS AND FUNCTIONS OF THE DESIGNATED 
PERSONNEL, INCLUDING THE USE OF EQUIPMENT NECESSARY FOR 
THIS, SHALL BE AGREED UPON BY THE PARTIES IN THE JOINT 
CONSULTATIVE COMMISSION. 

(6. RIGHTS AND FUNCTIONS OF DESIGNATED PERSONNEL AND 
EQUIPMENT USED FOR THE PURPOSES OF INSPECTION SHALL BE 
SPECIFIED BY THE PARTIES IN DETAIL IN THE COURSE OF 
REACHING AGREEMENT ON THE PROCEDURES FOR CONDUCTING AN 
ON-SITE INSPECTION IN ACCORDANCE WITH PARAGRAPH 5 OF
